Wfe*re not fooling the Albanian people (a) because 
they know who always miss Albania, and hcerj and (b) beoause we’re 
not going to broadoaet to them that we’re about to free them.

The eo&*~ 
position of the 1 1 'General Consul ties should he of a 'nature that would 
act arouse the suspicions or hostility of the conspirators, but they 
should not determine Its membership. Plainly our operator on the 
spot met make suggestions 'and ascertain attitudes tomard poeeibjle 
eosblnat ions , but the Commit newts he gave are too sweeping and, aa 
far as I am aware, unauthorised. 

10. Our devotion to govemsent by the people must not blind us 
to Albanian realities. 3f this conspiracy Is successful the con- 
spirators will set up a government in Albania and must do it quickly, 
Thors oan be no Interregna^. They most manage matters wJi'K a etr^ng 
band to prevent external complications • Ws most bear that in sdxnd 
•onstantly. We are actually picking out a go v e rnm ent . Eventual 
elections will sons after a governmen t haw established itself. This 
process cannot bo reversed.
